Washington, .Ian. 7 - No question of 
states’ rights brought 
up in 
recent 
years has excited more interest in 
Washington than that i n v o l v e d in the 
effort of 
t h e 
federal government to 
prohibit the liquor traffic within the 
boundaries of Minnesota under the au­ 
thority of treaties negotiated with In­ 
dian tr ills . 
It is already apparent 
that if the Minnesota liquor situation 
is taken nj iii congress that the fight 
trill hinge on the question of states', 
rights, with the issue of tempt ranee . 
completely subordinated. 
Uncle Sam did not willingly take up* 
the task of driving the demon rum out 
of tile state of Minnesota. 
Ho was 
forced to do so by persons fain!: ar 
with the treaty law anti 
in hearty 
sympathy with the countrywide move­ 
ment to prevent, if possible, but to 
restrict at ail hazards, the distribution 
an*! sale of liquor in tile various staff < 
and between the states 
Minnesota 
lawyers in congress, the legal experts 
of the department of justice and the 
department of the interior, and Pres 
1 
dent Taft himself, who is recognize I 
as a good lawyer, agree that the order 
of Secretary Hailing, r prohibiting the 
transportation and sale of liquor in 
the 
ludian country of the state is 
sound in law. 
Mr. Ballinger's order, 
as is well known, was issut d in con­ 
form ity with the prohibition clauses 
contained in six treaties, one nego­ 
tiated with th(> Sioux and the others 
negotiated with the Chippewas. 


Sharp Issue Taken. 


Sharp issue is taken here with tho 
contention made by persons in the 
state that 
Minnesota’s admission to 
the Union abrogated the treaties un­ 
der discussion insofar as tile opera­ 
tion of such treaties might conflict 
with state sovereignty. 
The prepon­ 
derance of legal opinion expressed on 
this point is that tile change in sov­ 
ereignty in nowise modified the force 
of the treaties, as it is contended that 
the treaty law runs with the land and 
is not affected by a change in the oc­ 
cupancy of the land. 
Therefore, it is 
argued, the treaty law remains in full 
force and effect until the treaties are 
abrogated or amended by the presi­ 
dent or congress, as the case may be, 
or overturned by the courts. 
W h ile lawyers here hold that the 
Ballinger order Is sound in law they 
have expressed the opinion that in all 
probability it would not again stand 
the test of judicial procedure. 
They 
point out 
that the treaty 
law was 
made to fit conditions that no longer 
obtain. 
They insist that the provision 
for abrogation 
in 
the discretion of 
congress or the president makes it 
clear that it was not contemplated 
that the treaties should he operative 
after the Indian country had been set­ 
tled by white men and the Indians 
had for a!! practical p a r is e s depart­ 
ed. 
They express the belief further 
that the courts would hold that the 
absence of time limitation In the trea­ 
ties was against public policy. 
In this 
connection attention is directed to the 
fact that nowadays congress inserts 
in even bill authorizing a cession of 
Indian lands a provision lim iting the 
application of the prohibition clause 
to a period of twenty-five years.

Special Assistant Attorney General J. 


C. McReynolds Delivers the First 


Plea for the Government— Standard 


Oil Dissolution Suit to Be Taken 


Up in Oral Arguments Before the 


Supreme Court.

ments of the proposed dissolution of 
the so called “ tobacco trust’’ were be­ 
gun in the supreme court of the U nit­ 
ed States. 
As a year ago, when tin* dissolution 
suit was argued for the first time be­ 
fore the court, so J. C. M cReynolds, j 
special assistant to the attorney gen- I 
eral in charge of the tobacco fight for 
the government, 
made the o w ning j 
address to the court. 
He had not con­ 
cluded his remarks w hen court ad- I 
Journed until Monday 
By arrange- J 
n»ent with the court counsel on both i 
sides agreed to conclude their argil- : 
ments in 
twelve 
hours. 
This will * 
bring the close of the 
presentation 
about 3 p. rn. Wednesday 
At that time the Standard Oil dis- | 
solution suit w ill be taken up in oral 
arguments. 
At least one important result was 
accomplished in the first few minutes 
that Mr. McReynolds spoke 
He sur­ 
prised some members of the court by 
stating that the dissolution was asked 
not only under the Sherman anti trust 
law but under the Wilson tariff ai t of 
1894. 


First Case Under Wilson Act. 


Mr. McReynolds told the court that 
this was tile first case that had ever 
been brought under the W ilson tariff 
act.

Big Sum Asked of North Dakota Leg­ 
islature. 


Bism arck, N. D., Jan. 7.— Eighteen 
thousand dollars is the amount asked 
for the government experiment sta­ 
tion at Fargo, for demonstration farms 
arni to furnish samples of seed grain 
and otherwise co-operating with farm 
ers, for publishing reports and bul­ 
letins, for analysis of fertilizers and 
stock foods, for compliance with the 
provisions of the state pure paint law, 
Paris green and formaldehyde laws 
and for making other experiments, in 
senate bill No. I, introduced by Sen­ 
ator Judson

Moure of Pembina 
county. 
The appropriation, it is provided, is 
to be an annual one, payable in quar­ 
ters each year. 
The present twenty-

The W h y of Liquor Permits. 


In every congress an effort is made 
to pass legislation forbidding the nth 
vers of the United States to issue ’li­ 
censes 
to sidl 
liquor In 
prohibition 
states.
